Liberals First, Labor Men Afterward.

If the labor members desire to exercise
any influence in the House of Commons
they will have for the present at any rate
to be Liberals first and labor representa-
tives afterward This is the opinion of
Tom Mann, one of the shrewdest and most
influential of labor leaders, who told a re-
porter vesterday that he did not think the
time had yet arrived when it would be pos-
sible to form an independent labor party in
the House of Commons. The labor foroes ware
being rapidly concentrated in the ons
distriets in London and the provinces, but
would be able for some time to come to
work sectionally. The organization of the
party would, he thought, the work of
some years, though the labor societies and
trades unions which existed were making
beadway in the desired direction and ren-
aering the formation of a national labor
party more and more possible.

The Executive Council of the Lancgshire
Cotton Spinners’ Assoviation has juat de-
cided to recommend sli employers belong-
ing to the aasociation to insist upon a re-
duction of wages, and to run all the mills
on short time for one month. It is pretty
certain that the recommendation will be ac-
cepted, aud there is reason to believe that
the men will not object toa 5 per cent re-
duoetion, in view of the undoubted fact that
trade i= extremely unsatisfactory. It is
said in Bolton that one local joint stock has
suffered a loss of £10,000 during the half
year ended last June, and that maoy other
firms 1n the district are working at s loss

Jostification of the Fesslem,

The prevailing pessimism is justified by the
sannusal report to the Board of Trade by Mr.
Henderson, Superiotending Inspector of
Factories and Workshops, who states that jt
in estimated that more money has been lost in
Lanecashire cotton industries during the past
12 months than in any vear yet recorded. In
Oldnam alone it is believed the losses on the
last three months’ working will not be less
than £100,000. The inspector says:

An explgnation is found in the fluctua-
tions which hnve taken place in the raw ma-
terinl. In 1830 the American eotion crop
was poor in quality, but exceptionally
abondant. The result wes a serious drop in
prices, and spinners who had been accus.
tomed for several years in succession to do
well by buying cotton early in the season
have during the past year been cacght, and
huve had to face a falling market lor maw
inaterial and a stagnant market of the man-
afactareda arsicle. But it will be seen
other causes are at work. The inspector
deciares that the condition of affalrs in
Laneashire at the present time is regarded
by some who have had long experience in
the trade as very critieal. Fora long period
there has been n growing tendency on the
part of private eapitalists to withdmw from
the business. It is distressing to witness
the havoe which has been made in some of
the Elcmmqne walleys of Lancashire
by the pressure of modern emulation
and competition. Factories and cotinges
cloeed and untenanted, many of them une
roofed and In roins met the visitorat almost
every turn and they give some indication gf
the great sacrifice of capital which must
have been miade before the present hopéless
condition of things had been reached. The
cotton spinner and manafacturer who owns
his mills and mwachinery himsaelf ises
soon to become extinet, and we shall theg be
reducea to the tion which obtains in the
manufncturing districts of Ameriea. The
only employers of labor will be limited coms-
panies or corporations,

The Present Position Deplored.

Mr, Henderson deplores the threatened
extinction of the class of small capitalists
and individnal emplovers, and sttributes
their withdrawal from the trade partly to
causes already mentioned and rlrlly to
their relnctance to endure the increasing
worries and annoyances arising from “‘the
inereasing demands made upon members by
the Legislature and growing difficulties of
dealing with work people and their repre-
sentatives"” Which ix snother way of
stating that old-tashioned cotton magnates
acoustomed to lord it over their
operatives resent the efforts of Parliament
and trade unions to improve the condition

The investigations are being conduected
very quietly, lest the publie miad be pre-
maturely stirred up over the matter, thus
doing more barm than good, as was the case
with Eoch’s famous “lymph.” The trouble
with the Iymph was that it was brought out
Dbefore it was ready. Other physicians were
so afraid that Dr. Koch would anticipate
them in the field of discovery that thby ex-
torted his secret from him and forced him
to make his achievement public before it
was fairly sccomplished. Immediately
there was a ery from all over the world for
the new remedy—a ery of despair freshly
inspired by hope, which could not be re-
fused. Reluoctantly the inventor was com-
pelled to set to work and manulacture his
imperfect preparation in quantities for dis-
tribution everywhere, That it failed to ac-
complish the wonders expected of it Is not
surprising.

Mitchell’s mental condition, he replied that
she was undoubtedly insane, and that her
form of maria was rarely recovered from. He
believed the love between these :&rll was
brain love, In speaking of the thwartin
of the plans of such an insane person
the separation of her and the object of her
affection, the witness explained that insane
jealousy would ensue, and the illusion that
she must remove the object of her love be-
comes imperative in her.;Witness's opinion
was that defendant’s faee did not show the
intelligence to be expeoted in a girl of her
years. He was convinced she was insane
from the examination.
